congress the president stated that 
he vetoed the bill for 
two 
reasons 
Because the measure seeks to all but 
close 
the gates of asylum without 
regard 
to 
character 
purpose 
or 
natural capacity of immigrants and 
because the literacy test constitutes 
a radical change in the policy of the 
nation on which the people have not 
recorded their views 
The 
president declared that 
the 
new tests 
embodied 
in the bill are 
not tests of quality or character but 
tests of opportunity adding 
Those 
who come 
seeking opportunity 
are 
not to 
be admitted unless 
they 
al ¬ 
ready had 
one of 
the chief 
oppor 
¬ 
tunities they 
seek 
the opportunity 
of education 
The president held 
that the 
people have 
not given 
a 
mandate on this matter and that no 


party 
has gone before the electors 
with such a proposal 
and he 
asks 
Does this bill rest 
upon conscious 
and 
universal assent and the desire 
of the 
American 
people 
I doubt 
it 
It is because 
I doubt it that 
I 


make bold to dissent from it 
I am 
willing to abide 
the verdict but not 
until it has been rendered 
Let the 
platforms of parties speak out upon 
this policy and people will pronounce 
their wish 
The matter is too funda 
mental to be settled otherwise
